The incrgasé jin street traffic is. creat- 
}-ing new. problems. in. public hygiene. The 
noises made by automobiles and street 
cars cause nervous” disorders. By the 
odors of gasoline and fhe gases gener- 
ated by thé imperfect combustion of’ cils 
the system is weakened and sometimes 
the blood poisoned. Not so much atten- 


but. itg seriousness merits attention. The 
United States Government has published 
monographs on the dangers lurking in 
dugt, and’ medic&ly experts warn of ‘the 
diseasé-carrying Power of dust, frequent- 
ly. more perilous, than that of the house 
fly, ‘mosquito or flea. 

Chemical analyses show that the city’s

PAYING SHIPPING. CHARGES. . 


Women’s Wear Opposed to Doing 
This> for. Customers. : 


The United Women's Wear League of 
America. has taken a‘ stand against the 
prepayment’. of . express -chargés , - by 
wholesalers and manufacturers.: Letters 
will be sent out in the near future by 
that organization -wvith jew to dis- 
couraging and, possib' e, enping the: 
practice, 

‘* Payment of express acre by 
wholésalers,"’ said M. Mosessohn, Exec- 
utive Chairman of the league yeste 
“is not. only unethical but unjust, for 
if the practice: continues. to grow it will. 
affect prices in thé wholesale market. It 
will also result in ‘different retailers pay- 
ing different prices’ for the same mer-. 
chandisé, the: amount depending upon 
their methods of dealing with the whole-' 
salers..

THE WOUNDED NAME 


THE WOUNDED NAME. By _D. K. 
Broster.. New York: Doubleday, 
Page & Co. $1.90. 


K. BROSTER has written a 

D novel that is and is not 
of the historical genre. It 

is, in so far as its action is laid dur- 
ing the Hundred Days, when Napo- 
leon returned: from Elba and 
marched north, only to meet destiny 
in the sunken road at Waterloo. But 
it is not, in so far as any actual 
historical incidents loom with any 
importance in the actual narrative. 
Rather does the historical back- 
ground become merely a vague, 
feverish atmosphere, coming into the 
plot structure itself only when cer- 
tain imaginary characters must be+- 
set in motion. Much of the tale 
deals with the Chouans, and around 
the return of the Emperor is fash- 
ioned a series of thrilling, fast-mov- 
ing incidents which might- have 
taken place, but which doubtless 
originated in the brain of the author. 
The historical novel proper contains 
actual personages going through epi- 
sodes that really happened. It is a 
garmenting of the dry bofies of his- 
tory with flesh and blood. But in 
“The Wounded Name’ no actual 
personages are brought to vivid life. 
The times are brought to life, how- 
ever, and it is hardly to be doubted 
that the atmosphere is a clever his- 
torical re-creation. Knowing the 
period thoroughly, Mr. Broster in- 
vents his own episodes; the result is 
a book that -contains speed and 
thrills. It is by no means the‘usual 


and. self-reliant, this particular. Mr. 
| Brett exhibits most of the virtues 
and few .f the vices of his “class. 
Native « Ameriean wit and. horse 
sense, the love of humorous and 
homely illustration, are combined in 
his delineation by Miss Bottome.

The only fault to find with “ The 
Wounded Name’ is that of too 
much writing. The book could have 
been shorted fully a third without 
materially injuring the plot or any 
of the characterizations.

: EW YORK ‘is the musical 
mecca of the’ world. . She _ 
demands the best of operatic 
singers, doubling and treb- 
ling their usual fees; she 

supports a half dozen orchestras, the 


_ oldest of which has just announced 


its eighty-second season and: has 
1.772. concerts to its credit; and—in 
order that her children may never 
find themselves without musical ¢n- 
tertainment—she ‘calls to her assist- 
ance the best orchestral bands from 

. Philadelphia, Chicago and 
Detroit.. She has just engaged van 
Hoogstraten to return from Europe 
to conduct a series of Summer pro- 
grams in the Stadium, while - in 
Central Park’s Mall thousands’ more 
will feed their souls with the musical 
manna dropped from the tubas and 
the clarinets of the Goldman band. 
Hundred-thousand-dollar organs are 
installed in the houses of the rich; 
every east side settlement and every 
pier has its band of musicians. There 
are less hurdy-gurdies in the streets 
but more real music in the parks. 
New York is music-mad. 

It is but natural that, in a city of 
such universal musical expression, 
the church service should be en- 
riched with the best of devotional 
music—that the Te Deums and the 
offertories be accompanied by rare 
musical settings and sung by the best 
soloists and the most perfectly 
trained bodies: of singers. In West- 
minster Abbey the morning choir 
numbers but thirty boys and men. 
St. Thomas’s has twice that number, 
the Cathedral of St. John has choir 
stalls for seventy. Church schools 
are maintained where choir boys are 
housed, . fed, hed and taught 
every branch of learning; church 
tenors are paid $1,500 per annum 
and sopranos $3.000. 

Miraculously toned organs are 
built by skillful ical architect: 
and are played upon by the most 
competent of executants. Not con- 
_tent with these instrumental back- 
grounds, strings and wood-winds and 
brasses are introduced to make still 
more resonant the accompaniment to 
psalter and hymn. Naturally, there 
is a great variety in this ecclesias- 
tical music. ;

Emma 
Thursby was one of the very few 
American singers who came tc 
church work after she~ had estab- 
Hshed herself as past mistress of the 
singer’s art. When the Broadway 
Tabernacle was. down in Thirty- 
fourth Street Miss Thursby was en- 
gag by. the Music Committee .to 
sing for $3,000 per annum—the 
highest price paid for a church 
singer in America. It was after 
that that Clementine De Vere went 
to Dr. Paxton’s church, in Forty- 
second Street, with a $4,000 salary. 

The first organ Installed in a New 
York Church was brought - from 
England for Trinity. When the old 
church was burned the organ went 
with it. Another was brought over 
and still another was built on this 
side of the water. For a long time the 
choir sang from the back gallery, 
but when the chancel choir was or- 

red—composed of boys, women and 
men—a chancel organ -was deemed 
necessary, and the old instrument 
was played by a second organist. 
During the present Summer’ these 
two will be connected, both organs 
renovated and new stops introduced. 
The cost will he $42,000. Next Fall 
both organs will be played from a 
single chancel keyboard. 

Ernest M. Skinner, head of the 
Skinner Organ Company, who is do- 
ing this work for Trinity, is a be- 
liever in what he calls ‘‘ symphonic 
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organ the organist, Sumner Salter, 
demanded a French horn. Just 
about that time Btrauss’s ** Salome ”’ 
was being sung at the Manhattan 
Opera House.

Channing Lefevre, choirmaster .of 
Trinity, came to the church last 
October. Early in the Winter the 
thought came to him: Why not 
gather together the graduates—boys 
and men—of the choir and form an 
alumni .association? The first call 
prought sixty of the old choir mem- 
bers. The oldest—in point of service 
—was Mr. Brown, sexton of St. Ag- 
nes, Brown sang as a boy in 1857. 
Thirty of the alumni were in the 
choir as long ago as 1870. It is de- 
signed to have 150 in the procession 
on Whitsunday. In these days of 
ectoplasmic rehabilitation one can 
almost see dear old Dr. Messiter at 
the organ bench and Victor Baier— 
the Victor Baier of fifty years ago, 
clad in his white cotta and with the 
peculiar twist he invariably gave his 
flowing neck kerchief—leading the 
procession and holding the high G in 
Le Jeune’s ‘‘ Jerusalem, the Gold- 
en.”’

ONDON, May 2.—London thaatres 
now. are generdlly fot. doing good 
business. (In pointing out some of 
the diffituities ‘they have had to 
face ‘sihce the ‘war, one Londph 

managér mentioned >the dncreised « ex- 
pensés all around in the matter of.rents, 
production, salaries, &c. Most London 
theatres &re only ‘getting the same re- 
céipts from the sale of seats as before 
the ‘war, but the seats are ‘costing play- 
goers more because of the Government's 

enteftainment: tax, which is too heavy’ a 
burden for managements bear’ alorie. 
Then ‘there. are inflated theatfe rentals. 
Theatres were secured before the war on 
long leases at moderate rates; but ‘they 
have been sublet again and again until 
the | originial. rent’ doubled: and re- 
-@oubled, and this means theré are per- 
haps five or six men’ drawing weekly 
sums from rént paid by the final lessee, 
who. probably. finds in--consequence he 
cannot make any production pay. In 
prewar days it -was posaible for a play 
to fun one hundred nights and show a 
respectable profit, Whereas nowadays a 
play might run three hundreds nights 
and yet.not pay. -In the opinion of this 
manager, only theatrical syndicates with 
Very large capital’ behind them could 
hope to succeed’ in London. 

On the subject of..*‘ What's Wrong 
With the Theatre?’ an interesting . 
He debate was held this week. betwe 
St. John Brvyine; the well-known dra- 
matist; and C. B. Cochran, an. equally 
well-known manager. Ervine drew a 
distinction * between the commercial 
theatrical. manager atid. the ‘man of 
the theatre.”

The satural leak of 
that charge of electricity is measured 
by timifg the fall of the leaf-on the 
scale with a stop-watch: Then the leaf 
ig recharged afid its rate of fall,.after 
the emanation has beén placed near, is 
recorded. This fall is much mofe rapid 
because, as with’ the galvanonmeter, the 
emanation imparts the power of , con 
ducting electricity to the air around the 
iat, carrying ite charge away. The rate 
of déscent of the leaf dépends on the 
strength of the emanation, a more rapid 
fail indicating a greater enersy. 


“Standard of Meagurément. 


In ordér to be agguréd. of accuracy 
in measurements with the galvanometer 
and electroscone it is neceisaty to have 
at hand a standardiged tube of radium. 
The scale readings of the galvanometer 
and the rate of fall of the slectFbbeope 
are taken for thie Known standafd and 
the strength of the unknown calculated 
by the proportion of its results to those. 
of the standard. This strength is ex- 
pressed in millicuries—one mijlicurie of 
emanation being in equilibrium with one 
milligram -of radium element. 

‘The United States possesses unique 
Aeposits of carnotite ores which abound 
in-uranium and radium content. ° Carno- 
tite is a yéllow, crystallinég, pulverdlent 
material occurring in “white sandstone 
as an encriistation on the faces of joints 
and fractures, and is deposited around 
and between the individual grains of the 
sandstone, often strongly adhering te 
the even surface of @ grain. Until ré- 
cently the deposits in this gountry con- 
stituted the largest known’ supply of 
radium-bearing minerals in the world. 
However, rich mines: afte now being 
‘Worked in. the Belgian -Congo, the ore 
tive and six times as high in. uranijuth 
content as that in the United . States, 
These newly discovered minés are ufider 
the direct supervision of the Belgiah 
Government. ‘The work there is carried 
on in great secrecy, © Bélgians ate 
jealously guarding i On. aa .to the 
extent of the deposite and their exact 
composition. 

The future market for redium will 
depend largely upén the successful use 
of radium emanation for medical pur- 
poses and, as it is now being demon- 
strated to the satisfaction of the med- 
teal profession tHat radium hase dé-

A Barrage scheme, expected * & Trevo- 
lutionise the transportation and agri- 
cultura! features of the Indus during 
the last.

“ Rig Berthe "Problem Solved. 
VER since the armistice a good 
deal of curiosity has been exhib- 
ited as to tha fate of -the -long- 
range German guns Which in the Spring 
of 1918, just after the German drive 
through Picardy, dropped shells. ‘on 
Paris from a point near Laon. The first 
news that the world received of the 
prodigious feat of sending a loaded pro- 
jectile seventy miles was contained in a 
French communiqué of March 24, 1918, 
which stated that ‘‘ the enemy has fired 
on Paris with a long-range gun.” Then 
French engineers, from fragments* of 
shells, attempted to ‘‘ reconstruct “ the 
mysterious guns. 

Because these guns apparently .never 

had been found after the armistice or 
members of the gun crews interviewed, 
Léon Daudet, in the Frtnch Chamber 
the other day,. declared that the whole 
laftair was a myth &nd that the shells 
dropped on Paris with such fatal effect 
in the: Church of St. Gervais had been 
discharged from an ordinary gun con- 
cealed in @ near-by farmhouse, and 
electrically detonated. , 
. This statement caused the War Minis- 
try to permit Le Matin to publish for 
the first time such information as it 
had’ on the subject. It seems that in 
December, 1918, American officers be- 
longing to the Interallied: Military Mis- 
sion had discovered six of these ‘' Big 
Berthas’”’ in. course: of construction at 
the ‘Skoda factory in Austria and ob- 
tained the designs from which they were 
made, and these curiously enough cor- 
responded approximately to the French 
hypothetical designs made at the time 
of the bombaérdment.- The guns were 
found to be ordinary 14-inch naval guns 
of 20-meter tube, reduced to 7-inch 
calibre and lengthened by the introduc- 
tion of/a .30-meter tube. The shells, 
weighing. 100 kilograms °(220, pounds), 
were fitted with two copper belts and 
rifled at the base and the explosive 
charge was only 25 pounds of tolite. 

As to the fate ‘of the original guns and 
their crews, the French War Depart- 
ment -recérds show’ that when the 
French communiqué reached Laon the 
German crews began to.celebrate, which 
enabled airmen to locate them. Their 
location was transmitted to a French

Aisne, whence shells were sent which 
put the “‘ Big Berthas’’ out of business 
rand destroyed their crews., That was 
why the bombardment of Northeastern 
Paris ended as suddenly as it had begun.

HE problem of taxation is still con- 

sidered by. the Soviet Government 

as one of its most complicated 
financial quéstions. According to the 
latest, data published in Russia, the 
income derived by taxes rose from 
2,000,000 gold rubles a month in .the 
period April to June, 1922, to 11,000,000 
a month In October to December of the 
same year, and it reached 15,000,000 ‘in 
January, 1923. The latter sum was 
hardly sufficient to cover the expenses 
of one or. ‘two People’s: Commissariats 
for the same period, \and the emount 
derived from taxation is still considered 
ridiculously low. 


Meanwhile, the fiscal burden presses. 


too heawly on industry and commeéfce; 
so much so that many private: enter- 
prises have closed, unable to pay -taxés. 
Of the taxes 70 per cent, is. raised in 
the cities and only 30 in the_villages,: 
which makes it evident that no further 
tncrease of levfes on private capital and 
trade is admissible. . This also proves 
that the fiscal machinery in the villages 
is. still far.from perfection, and thatthe 
bulk of the peasants evade taxation. 
The Soviet. Government -is. thus ‘con- 
fronted with the problem: of perfecting 
this machinery without arousing §dis- 
satisfaction on the part of the peasants, 
considered an extremely complicated 
task.

FARMER NOW A DOMINANT FIGURE 
_ IN THE FIELD OF BIG BUSINESS |=

HE Américan farmer hag gone into 
business. He is setting, up his 
own sdles department. The 
Agricultural Sales Department 
proposes -to mérchandise farm 

products in an orderly manner instead 
of dumping them on glutted consuming 
centres within four months after har- 
vest. 

The rise of co-operative sélling organ- 
izations fot farmers has come so rapidly 
and they have been so thoroughly estab- 
lished in some sections as to bé some- 
what startling to the ordinary busitiess 
man, Out/of the cotton fields, the 
tobacco fields, the fruit ofchards, the 
dairy batna-and the feed lots are rising 
great agricultural enterprises, producet 
éwied and producer: controlled — enter- 
prises which during the last. year mar- 
keted mote than a billion dollars’ worth 
éf farm ‘products at the ectual cost of 
handing. The farmers’ own sales de- 
partment conducted a business half as 
large as that of the hundréds of: auto- 
mobile factories: in Amerita—a businéss 
ten times as gréat as that of all, the 
piano factories and five times greater 
than the total output of American-made 
machinery. 

This billion-dollar business represents 
the products of 1,500,000 farmers; sold 
through théir own organizations — the 
producers’ co-operatives. These co-oper- 
ative associations have been legalized by 
an act of Cdnétess to function hot only 
as~selling agencies, but to have full- 
fledged rights as corporate entities in 
financial operations. 

American agriculture is in the midst of 
an economic revolution, the last step of 
an evolution that had its beginning 
when the first speculator began shaving 
the consumer’s dollar. "The man 6f the 
soil is not quick to act. His actions are 
backed by years of thought. For years 
he watched his share of the profits 
shrink to somewhere around 37 cents in 
the dollar. He saw his tobacco, his cot- 
ton, his wheat and his live stock sold at 
a profit, td every one except himself. 
Then his years of steady thinking crys- 
talized into. group action, 

The farmer did what all fidustry al- 
ready has done, joined forces with his 
neighbor. Previously the farmer had 
been an individualist in preductioOn and 
an individualist in selling. He must 
éver be individualistic in production, but 
he is taking a leaf from industry’s book 
and organizing for group selling. _To- 
| gether farmers are pooling théir prod- 
} wets, forming cefitral businéss organi- 
gations and hiring expert. business 
trains to do their selling. 

In five years the farmer h&s learned 
the art of big bufisiess. An effective 
outlet has been provided for perishable 
products. The _ non-perishables are 
stored, to be sold tn such quantities as 
the buyer will absorb at.a fair price. 
Organizations have been built up ca- 
pable of handling the nation’s food 
sipply, 

Last year more than three-fourths of 
the citrus fruit produced in the United 
States, one-half of the milk' and butter, 
almost half the grain going to central 
markets, more than one-fourth. of the 
livestock, almost oné-third of the cet- 
ton, more than threé-fourths of the to- 
bacco and large quantities of sueh prod- 
‘ucts ae nuts, fruit, eggs, wool and vexe- 
tables were marketed through farmérs’ 
e0-operative corporations, 

There are: eight great national co- 
operative exchangés arid 118 State Fed- 
erations, California and Michigan each 
having\ sever, New, York legding with 
eight. YWerritorial groups number: more 
than 112, and local marketing associa- 
tions exceed 12,000. The dried fruit. in- 
Gustries have the lafgest percentage of 
their groups completely organized. Nine- 
ty per cent. of the raising, 85 percent. 
of the prunés and 80 per cant. of the 
dried figs, peaches: and apficots are 
marketed co ively.

The 
least census reports that thé number of 
farms marketing farm products and 
purchasing sipplies through co-operative 
ofganizations was 624,527. or 9.7 per 
cent. of the farms in the United 
States, This number includes 216,305 
farm# which reported sales and pur- 
chases both, and 296,078 farms reporting

Advertising Man Haa Helped. 


A new field in advertising opened 
when thé co-operatives began to patron- 
lee the advertising man. And som 
thing else Happened in an entirely d 
ferent liné of business—bankefs got “i 
terested in the farmer. For the- first 
time in history farm groups could bor- 
row large. sums of money based on 
warehouse receipts. During the. last 
twelve ¥ears financial institutions have 
lent co-operatives more than a billion 
dollars. 

Loans to co-operative marketing a880- 
giations is a special feature of the work 
of the War Finance Corporation. In the 
midst of the worst depression that the 
cotton industry has’ suffered in years 
it was through the co-operative. market- 
ing @séociations that the War Finance 
Corporation developed plan’ to help ‘the 
‘cotton farmers on a big scale. The 
Fcorporation made its first loan to an as- 
sociation. in Mississippi in the Summer 
of 1021. The cotton was classified by 
the association according to grade and 
staple and placed in bonded warehduses 
licensed under the United States. Ware- 
House act, 

Within a week or ten day’ other loans 
were authorized on'a similar basis to 
cotton co-operatives in Oklahoma and 
Texas. There immediately followed a 
radical change in the cotton situation. 
Confidence was_restoredy other avenues 
of credit were opened up and buyers 
began to resume purchases on a liberal 
ecale. 

During the last year the War Finance 
Corporation approved advances to thir- 
ty-two co-operative marketing associa- 
tions: of twenty States totaling $172,- 
827,000. Of this amount $23,888,000 was 
advanced and up to the first of the 
year $14,566,000 had been repaid. The 
total amount of advances approved , for 
loans to the co-operatives between the 
Summer of 1924 and March 27, 1923, 
amounted to $100,589,634. "The sum ac- 
tually edvanced was only $33,478,922.04 
and. up-to-date repayments have totaled 
$24,495,805.88, 

-Opératives no. longer are greatly in 
ed of the War Finance Corporation's 
euetinnie as most of their undertakings 
are gladly financed by local or State 
banks. Bankers are extending the same 
privileges. to co-operatives that they 
would to any businéss corporation. The 
"new intermediate credit law makes spe- 
cial provision for lending money to the 
co-operatives directly from the Federal 
Lend Banks. ; 
_ A few weeks ago, at a conference of 
(“\ farmers and business men of four Mid- 
dle Western States, who. met in Min- 
neapolis to discuss their conimon prob- 
lems and lay" plans for the relief of 
business eVérywheré, “E. W. Decker, 
President of the Northwestern National 
Bank of Minneapolis and. representing 
Middle . Western banking interests, 
voiced ‘the bankers’ loyalty to the co- 
operatives. ‘‘ Bankers of Minnesota and 
of the Middle West are just. as much 
interested in their. wheat farmers as 
California bankers in their raisin. groyw- 
ers,” he said. ‘They stend.ready, to 
back them to a man, The Federal Re- 
serve Bank hondrs co-operative paper. 
They consider it ag good as gold, and 
experience has proved it so,"’ 

Mr. Decker pointed out that unorgan- 
ized. Northwestern farmers were hard 
up, but his bank was buying ‘the raisin 
paper of the Califorriia co-operatives. 

When the Burley Tobacco Growers Co- 
operative Association of Kentucky was 
ready to move its first crop it needed a 
lgan of $10,000,000, which was secured 
from the War Finance Corporation. 
But when Kentucky bankers héard of 
that, they said: ‘Take it back. This 
association looks good to us. We'll 
finance -{t,"" and they did-—300 of them. 

That is the spitit with which progres- 
sive American bankers are welcoming 
the ‘farmer into the business circle. 

It is not easy to the proportions 
of. the. co-operative movement. But

The Housing Demand.
